It was in a perfectly nor­ 
mal state. 
Witness found a little pus dis­ 
charging from the ear, but nothing 
to indicate that the wound pro­ 
duced death. 
Lipscomb died, in 
the opinion of the witness, of 
uraemic poisoning, due to kidney 
trouble. 
Asked upon what he based his 


and temperature became norma), 
but he suffered severe pains in the 
right Side of his face and teeth 
nearly all the time. ' 
Up to three days piior to his 
death Lipscomb’s pulse and tem­ 
perature were normal. 
After that, 
pulse grew weaker and slower 
until it reached 45 the evening be­ 
fore his death. 
His temperature 
remained normal, but he was in a 
stupor most of the time, and at in­ 
tervals complained of pains. 
His 
bowels failed to move, and resisted 
all efforts to move them the last six 
days. 
For three days prior to his death 
Lipscomb suffered all the symp­ 
toms of Bright’s disease of the kid­ 
neys, such as nervous twitchings; 
low temperature,etc. Prior to this, 
witness had never treated the pa­ 
tient for kidney trouble. 
The witness then described the 
result of the autopsy, substantially 
the same as Dr, Cowan had done, 
but more in detail. 
Asked by Dr. McCluney from 
his knowledge of the case if the 
wound inflicted by Baldwin caused 
Lipscomb’s death, Dr. Wood an­ 
swered : 
*T am sure it did not, at least 
directly. 
What effect it had to the 
the 
previously existing 
kidney 
troubles, I cannot say. 
There was 
nothing revealed at the autopsy 
that could produce death.”

Met him at the office of 
the Sedalia Pr inting company the 
second day after the tr ouble witness 
faid 
Lipscomb claimed to 
have 
fallen out of a wagon. 
A couple 
of days after this, Lipscomb r e­ 
tur ned and said he might as well 
tell 
the 
tiuth 
about 
it, 
and 
that Baldwin had hit him at his 
home in 
a 
quar r el over a set­ 
tlement. 
Lipscomb said 
he had 
some figur es on a sheet of paper in 
his inside coat pocket and star ted 
to r each for the paper to pr oceed 
with the settlement, and the next 
thing he knew he was asking the 
doccor who 
was sewing up his 
wound, “ 
W hat is the matter .” 


Mrs. J . W Baldwin, a sister-in- 
law of the dead mao, dressed in 
mourning, was the next witness, 
and testified that she was at home 
J anuary 39 , 19 02. 
Mr. Lipscomb 
came to their home a few minutes 
after noon. 
He walked in at the 
kitchen door, very angry, and pass­ 
ed into the dining room and then 
to the bedroom. 
He was asked to 
come to dinner,but said no,as he had 
eaten a late breakfast. 
Mr. Bald­ 
win also asked him, but he said he 
was not feeling well, as he had a 
very sore throat. 
He declined a 
cup of coffee and said he did not 
want anything. 
When Mr. Baldwin had eaten 
his dinner he went into the bed­ 
room with Lipscomb. 
Mr. Bald­ 
win was sitting near the machine, 
Mr. Lipscomb on the lounge and 
witness near the stove. 
Mr. Baldwin and Mr. Lipscomb 
then started to settle. 
Mr. Bald­ 
win told Lipscomb he was a dead­ 
beat. 
Lipscomb asked,“ Who is a 
dead-beat?” and at the same time 
stuck his hand in his right coat 
pocket, advancing a step. 
Mr, 
Baldwin then struck him with a 
chair, knocking him against a win­ 
dow and breaking a pane of glass.

Baldwin 
went 
after 
Dr. 
Cowan. 
Mr. Lipscomb was conscious all 
the time, and went to the table for 
his meals while at their home. 
Lipscomb complained of pain in 
the side of his face and also in his 
teeth, and camphor was put on his 
gums to relieve the pain.

Mr . Baldwin followed his wife 
and nar r ated in detail the' tr ouble 
he had with Mr . Lipsccmb the 29th 
of Januar y. 
He said Lipscomb came acr oss 
to the Sedalia National bank the 
mor ning of the 29th to meet him 
(witness), and shook hands with 
him. 
Asked how they wer e get­ 
ting along, 
Lipscomb 
answer ed 
that his wife vras sick, his little 
gir l was ill and he himself l ad been 
in bed a couple of days. 
He said 
he would not have been in town 
wer e it not to get some medicine. 
Asked how he was getting along 
cutting out hedge r ows on witness’ 
far m, Lipscomb answer ed that he 
had not done anything since wit­ 
ness was ther e. 
Lipscomb was then asked what 
he had been doing the last eight 
days, and said he had been ill two 
days, and since then had not dbne 
anything except attending to the 
feeding. 
Witness asked Lipscomb if he 
expected to char ge full time when 
he did 
not 
wor k, to which he 
answer ed, “ 
Y o u ’r e d— d r ight I 
do; you don’t think I am ther e for 
my health, do you?” 
Lipscomb said if 
witness 
was 
not satisfied he could get another 
mao, as he (Lipscomb) was not 
stuck on the job anyhow. 
Lipscomb then asked witness 
where he would be in an hour, and 
was informed that he would be at 
home. 
Mr . Baldwin then nar r ated the 
stor y of Ltpgcomb’s visit to the 
house, 
substantially 
as told by 
Mr s. Baldwin, and 
as has keen 
pr inted in the D e m o crat . 
Witness asked Lipscomb if he 
was going to charge him for work 
on Christmas and New Year’s, 
when he was not employed, and 
reply was made that he was, where­ 
upon witness answered, “ Well, all 
right; you are a deadbeat any­ 
how!” 
Lipscomb then J umped up and 
ran his hand into his overcoat 
pocket. 
Witness thought 
Lips­ 
comb was going to shoot, and, to 
protect himgelf, used the chair as 
stated above. 
Witness testified 
that Lipscomb owned a pistol and 
bad carried it often. 
That night, after the injury, 
Lipscomb was restless, but went to 
sleep at 9 130 o’clock and slept 
well. 
They never talked of the 
trouble but once afterward, when 
Sam asked witness how he came to 
hit him, to which reply was made, 
“ I thought you were going to shoot 
me, and then I struck you.” 
The jury had no questions to 
ask, and at 4:05 p. m. the wit­ 
ness was excused. 
County Attorney Cashman asked 
Mrs. Lipscomb if she desired to 
testify, but she declined, saying 
she could not stand it. 


Levi Pellott was the next wit­ 
ness, Mr. Manker having beei\ ex­ 
cused, as his testimony would have 
been about the same as Mr. Qois- 
enberry’s. 
Witness visited Mr. Lipscomb 
while he was sick, going there the 
evening of the n th . 
The patient 
was then unconscious, but the next 
morning realized that someone was 
there talking to him. 
He was 
never conscious except that one 
time. 
Witnels 
knew 
nothing 
about the trouble and was excused. 


E. £ • J ohnston requested Coro­ 
ner McCluney to take the stand 
and asked that his answers be made 
a matter of record. 
Asked if he had seen Mr. Lips­ 
comb after he was hurt, previous 
to his death, Dr. McCluney an­ 
swered in the negative. 
Witness did not think there were 
any indications leading to the be­ 
lief that the blow from the chair 
caused death; and not having seen 
the case prior to death, it would be 
difficult for witness to say what 
caused Lipscomb’s demise. 
At 4 :2o o’clock the examination 
of witnesses was concluded and the 
jury retired to prepare its verdict. 


At 5:10 o’clock, after having 
been out fifty minutes, the follow­ 
ing verdict was returned: 
“ That S. L Lipscomb came to 
his death from uraemic poisoning, 
as a result of Bright’s disease.”
